"WO FRIENDS BACKED 
BOW IN HIS ASSAULT 


When DeRodays Refused to Retract 
Boni’s Hands Got Into Quick 
Action—Affair Causes a 
Sensation and Duel 
Will Follow. 


Paris, March 14.—Count Boni de Castei- 
lane’ thrashed M. Fernand de Rodays, 
editor of The Figaro, today for stating 
that M. de Castellane had betrayed the 
De Roulede plot on the occasion of the 
funeral of the late M. Faure, February 
23, 1899. A duel will follow. 

Count de Castellane interpreted a para- 
graph in The Figaro as alluding to him. 
He was accompanied today by his father, 
the Marquis de Castellane, and a news- 
paper friend, M. Morel. They proceeded 
to the residence of M. de Rodays, in the 
Rue de La Chaussee D’Antin, situated in 
the center of Paris. The count asked to 
see M. de Rodays and was ushered into 
the writer’s study. M. de Rodays later 
received the party in his dressing room. 
Count de Castellane said. 

“You published in The Figaro this 
morning an abominable paragraph against 
me.” 

M. de Rodays replied that he did not 
understand what the count meant, tQ 
which the latter retorted hotly: 

“Will you retract or not?’ 

To this M. de Rodays replied by ex- 
plaining that the paragraph was courte- 
ously couched and that no mention’ was 
made of the name of Count de Castel- 
lane. Then, without further ado, Count 
de Castellane boxed M. de Rodays’s 
severely and repeatediy. M. de R 8, 
who was seated, recoiled and e 
Catellane followed him up and sl d 
his face again. . 

The Marquis de Castellane and M. Morel 
then interposed and protected M. de 

days.from further violence, The Cas- 
tellane party then withdrew. 
' Will Fight Castellane. 

M. de Rodays later in the day said 
he had decided to send seconds to Count 
Boni de Castellane. 

The affair is the sensation of Paris. 
Gince the speech of M. de Roulede at 
San Sebastian last month, in which he 
intimated that the royalists of Paris had 
notified the police of his attempted coup 
d’etat, after his refusal to allow the duke 
of Orleans to appear in the ranks of the

‘agitators, very great interest has been 


@roused respecting the identity of the 
royalist emissary who approached M. de 
Rouledé and M. Marcel-Habert on that 
oecasion, the names suggested including 
Jules Guerin, the hero of Fort Chabrol, 
while the rovalists denied that the emis- 
sary acted in behalf of them. The duel 
arranged to take place, possibly today or 
tomorrow, near ucanpe, Switzerland, 
between M. de Roulede and Buffet, the 
agent of the duke of Orleans, is a direct 
outcome of the discussion on the subject 
of the coup d’etat which failed. 

The paragraph in The Figaro which 
was the immediate cause of the assault 
upon M. de Rodays was as follows: 

“People have been asking who is the 
person M. de Roulede wished to desig- 
nate. It appears that he is a member of 

liament and it is affirmed that he is 
the young deputy whase name is best 
known. and who, on the eve of starting 
for America with his young wife last 
week, very loyally delayed his departure 
in order to reply. if necessary, to the 
polemics which may develop.” 

Castellane Writes a Letter. 

Count de Castellane has written the fol- 
lowing letter to the newspapers here: 

“Reading The Figaro, I was filled with 
indignaticn at the perfidious insinuation 
accusing me of treachery. I immediately 
begged my father and a friend, M. rel, 
to accompany me to the residence of M. 
de Rodays. The latter received us and 
after a few brief observations, to which 
he gave unsatisfactory responses, I in- 
fi.éted on him merited correction’ I re- 
serve a similar one for any person per- 
mitting himself to make the same ac- 
cusations.”’ 

M. de Rodays gave the following acount 


of the affair: 

“J received the card of marquis of Cas- 
tellane, whom I instructed to be shown 
in immediately. I found myself in the 
presence of three persons—the marquis, 
the count and a third person, whose 
name I don’t know. The marquis said: 
*You insulted my son.’ Count Boni de 
Castelalne then asked me for an explana- 
tion regarding a paragraph in The Fig- 
aro. I replied that the paragraph was in 
no way offensive to him, and that on the 
contrary it was wordéd in the most cour- 
teous terms and that his name was not 
mentioned. The count then threw himself 
upon he and punched me without even 
atvin me time to defend myself. I be- 
lieve Se was a pre-arranged attack. 
‘Count de Castellane was interviewed 
today at his residence on the Avenue du 
Bois de Boulogne, on his return from the 
residence of M. de Rodays. He said: 

“Yes, 1 boxed M. de Rodays’s ears sev- 
tral times in the presence of my father 
and M. Morel, who is the editor of The 
Journal de Castellane. They are here 
now and can give you particulars of the 
incident.”’ 

Castellane Calm and Smiling. 

The count, who was calm and smiling, 
then retired to his study and the Mar- 
quis de Castellane gave the following 
account of the affair: 

@ paragraph in The Figaro clearly 
de ated Boni as the traitor of whom M. 
de ulede spoke, but Boni could not 
have acted such a role nor be suspected 
of so doing. It was a most outrageous 
insult to ae him. Boni determined 
to ask for explanations of M. de Rodays 
and begged us to accompany him in or- 
der to serve as witnesses in case of need. 
We, therefore, went to M. de Rodays’s 
residence this morning. which is on the 
fifth floor of the house, where we pre- 
sented our cards. M. de Rodays imme- 
diately received us. After a polite ex-

WILD DISORDER IN COMMONS. 


Irishmen Resent the Action of Lord 
Hugh £ecil. 

London, March 14.—In the house of 
commons today the leaders of the opposi- 
tion searchingly criticised the govern- 
ment’s proposals for the increase and re- 
form of the army. Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman declared that no justification 
had been offered by the government for 
increasing the aggressive military power 
of Great Britain. Dweling upon the diffi- 
culty of getting recruits, he asserted that 
the country would not stand conscription 
and that the government was introduc- 
ing a military system and spirit which 
would fatally change the character of the 


nation and the empire. , 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that 
nothing could be more hollow than the 
idea that great armaments were a secur- 
ity for peace, adding that it was an easy 
matter to make a war inevitable. 

“Other countries need great armies,” 
said Sir Wiliam, “because they have long 
and vulnerable frontiers Engand's posi- 
tion is in the sea, and it is the, fleet that 
must be made sufficient at whatever 
cost.”’ 

After midnight and during the debate 
on suuply, a scene occurred. Lord Hugh 
Cecil called for a division and Timothy 
Healy, rising with evident excitement, 
asked the speaker whether the noble lord, 
the premier’s son, was entitled to inter- 
rupt. He addressed some remarks to Lord 
Hugh Cecil, which were drowned in an 
uproar of shouts and cries of “send for 
the police!” 

The speaker sternly called Mr. Healy 
to order, asking him to stop interrupting. 

Mr. Healy retorted: 

“IT won't. You can do what you like. 
but keep the premier’s son in order. You 
won't turn him out.” 

Then turning to Lord Hugh Cecil, Mr. 
Healy exclaimed: 

‘“‘We won't stand nonsense from you!”’ 

All the time the nationalists were 
cheering, laughing and shouting, ‘‘Turn 
him out!"’ “Fetch the police!’’ and the 
like. Eventually quiet was restored. 


WAR ON HABITUAL DRUNKARD 


Stringetit Measure May Be Passed 
by British Parliament, 
_London,. March 14-—In_ the house of 
lotds today Lord Salisbury warmly sup- 
ported the bishop of Winchester’s habit-| 
ual drunkard’s bill. He sald he was 
entirely in sympathy with the measure, 
which fixes higher penalties than in the 
case of simple Irunkenness, espeeially in 
the case of a person drunk when in 
charge of a child. The bill provides that 
habitual drunkenness should be treated 
as persistent cruelty and entitle a wife to 
divorce. The sale of liquors to inebriates 

is forbidden. 


Lord Salisbury said he hoped that he or . 


the government might succeed in passing 
the bill. What was ordinarily called tem- 
perance legislation was demolishing the 
power of obtaining intoxicants. This 
class of legislation was directed against 
the person guilty of intemperance, but it 
also affected the large body who were 
thereby restricted in their natura] lib- 
erty by the desire of legislators to deal 
with inebriates, which seemed to be un- 
just. The bill pased its second reading. 


THEY FOUGHT AT DAYBREAK.. 


At Least, That Was the Time 
for Duel. 

Lausanne, Switzerland, March 14.—M. 
Paul de Roulede and M. Buffet arrived 
here today. The police are shadowing 
them closely to prevent the duel. 

The magistrate has intimated to the sec- 
onds of Mm. de Roulede and Buffet that 
the duel must not take place in the can- 
ton of Baud. 

Paris, March 15.—A disyatch to Le Jour- 
ral from Lausanne, after announcing the 
arrival of M. Buffet’s seconds there, says 
they have had a final interview with the 
seconds of M. de Roulede and that the 
duel will take place at dawn today (Fri- 
day). ; 


RAVAGED BY BUBONIC PLAGUE 


The Disease Seems To Be Spreading 
Throughout Cape Colony. 

Cape Town, March 14.—Owing to the 
increasing gravity of the outbreak of 
bubonic plague in Cape Colony, the au- 
thorities here purpose confining the sol- 
Oters to camps and barracks. The num- 
ber of European cases is increasing, four 
having been officially reported today. Jn 
addition to these there were eight colored 
ceases reported. Thus far there have been 
thirty-seven deaths. Wholesale inocula- 
tion was begun in Cape Town today and 
2,000 natives were treated. 

The plague has made its appearance 
at Malmesburg, Cape Colony. 

Perth, Western Australia, March 14.— 
Two, fresh cases of bubonic plague have 
developed here.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 14.—The ar- 
rangements for the funeral of General 
Benjamin Harrison, ex-president of the 
United States, have been completed: The 
body will lie in state at the capitol Sat- 
urday from 11 o’clock {n the morning un- 
til 10 o’clock in the evening, and the 
funeral services. will be held from the 
First Presbyterian church Sunday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, the Rev. M. L.: Haines 
officiating. : 

Cablegrams are reaching the fafly of 
the dead statesman from all parts of the 
world offering condolence. President Mc- 
Kinley and members of his cabinet, Gov- 
ernor Yates, of Illinois, with his staff, 
and Governor Nash, of Ohio, will aX%end 
the funeral. Governor Durbip this .af- 
ternoon sent a notice of General Harri- 
son’s death to the governors of many of 
the. states, and a considerabk number 
of them are expected to be here. ' The 
members of General Harrison’s cabinet 
have sent word that they will come, and 
it is the intention to have them act as 
honorary pallbearers. Telegrams . were 
received from General Tracy, of New: 
York, ‘secretary of the navy, and John 
A. Wanamaker, postmaster general un- 
der the Harrison admintstration, to the 
effect that they will be here. The rail- 
roads have made arrangements for a 
rate of one fare for the round trip. 

Arrangements for Funeral. 

This morning a meeting attended by 
Governor Durbin, state officers, repre- 
sentatives of the family and citizens made 
arrangements for the -funeral. The Mer- 
chants’ association this afternoon drafted 
th ' of General 

n. -Arrangementé have beer made 
for a jotnt meeting of the state and Ma- 
rion county bar associations to be held 
tomorrow afternoon, at which ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland has been invited 
to speak. The city and county offices will 
be closed Saturday at ll a. m. Mayor 
Taggart: has called a special council 
meeting for tomorrow morning to take 
euitable action. The State Bar Associa- 
tion has requested that the circuit courts 
throughout the state be closed Saturday. 

The body will be taken from the home 
Saturday morning accgmpanied by a 
military escort composed of the national 
guard and Grand Army posts. By order 
of Governor Durbin, James K. Gore, ad- 
jutant general, issued orders for the 
mobilization of the entire national guard. 
The troops will arrive tomorrow evening 
and Saturday morning and remain until 
Sunday morning. Saturday there will be 
a military display, .but the exercises Sun- 
day will be unostentatious. 

No sooner was the news of the death 
of ex-President Harrison flashed to the 
world than the messages of inquiry which 


had been pouring in for several 
days changed to messages of sym- 
pathy and condolence. During’ the 
first part of last night a large 


number of such messages were received 
from every section of the country, and at 
an early hour this morning there was a 
steady line of messenger boys to the Har- 
rison house in North Delaware street. 
The messages came from friends and ad- 
mirers of the general and from those as- 
sociated with him in public life at one 
time or another. The greater part of 
them were of such-an intimate personal 
nature that Mrs. Harrison felt that their 
contents should not be given to the pub- 
lic. 
Cleveland to Mrs. Harrison. 

One of the first messages to be received 
was from ex-President Grover Cleveland, 
who was twice the rival of General Har- 
rison for the presidency, once successful 
and once defeated. He telegraphed as 
follows: 

“Princeton, N. J., March 13, 1901.—Mrs. 
Benjamin mNarrison, Indianapolis, Ind.— 
Accept my heartfelt sympathy in an af- 
fliction which millions share with you. 

“GROVER CLEVEL _ 

Chief Justice Fuller, Justice Harlan 
and Justice McKenna, of the supreme 
court, sent messages expressing their 
grief and sympathy last night ; 

All the mémbers of General Harrison's 
cabinet when he was president sent tele- 
grams. Messages were received from 
Charles Foster, who was secretary of the 
treasury; John W, Foster, ex-secretary 
of state, the latter telegraphing from 
California, where he is en route to Wash- 
ington from Mexico; ex-Secretary of War 
Senator 8. B. Elkins; ex-Secretary of the 
Navy General Benjamin F. Tracy; ex- 
Secretary of the Interior John W. Noble, 
and ex-Postmaster General John Wana- 
maker. 

The first message received was that of 
President McKinley. .This was followed 
in a few minutes by a telegram from 
Whitelaw Reid, who was candidate for 
vice president in 1892 with General Har- 
rison. Mr. Reid telegraphed Mrs, Harri- 
son from Milbrae, Cal, as follows: 

“Weare profoundly shocked over this 
sudden and terrible bereavement for you 
and calamity for the country. Mrs. Reid 
also sends her sincere and deep sym- 


pathy.”’ 

Ex-President Grover Cleveland has te.e- 
graphed that it will be impossibie for him 
to attend the funeral. Among the tele- 
grams are those from Wu Ting Fang.

Mrs. Harrison Prostrated. 


The terrible strain of constant watching 
at the side of General Harrison ended, 
Mrs. Harrison and the members of the 
Harrison haysehold took the first rest 
they had for six days last night. 
Mrs. Harrison had nop slept four hours 
since last Thursday, when the genera! 
was attacked with the fata] illness, and 
she had been almost continually at his 


severe nervous and mental strain and her 
mental and physical condition was such 
that she was unable to take any nourish- 
ment, except avery little at rare inter- 
vals. When the end came she collapsed 
completely, for some time, but she rallied 
and Jast night and this morning she was 
able to get her first real rest. 

Russell B. Harrison, the genera]’s son, 
who arrived late last night. spent the 
night with W. H. Miller. Mrs. Russell 
Harrison and their son arrived at noon 
today and during their stay in the city 
ithe ‘Russel B. Harrisons will be the 
guests of the Miller family. 

Mrs.. Mary Harrison McKee, the gen- 
eral’'s daughter, arrived at noon toda 
with Mr. McKee, from Saratoga, N. Y. 
During their scay in the city they will be 
the guests of the family of Edward Mc- 
Kee, the brother in law of Mrs. McKée. 

In the sick*man’s delirium, which lasted 
from. late Sunday night until he became 
totally unconscious Tuesday afternoon, 
his mind wandered. back over the great 
scenes of his life. Now he was the soldier 
charging with his column and again he 
was the statesman speaking before the 
econvention that nominated him for the 
presidepcy. 

While tbe body lies in state all the mer- 
chants in the city will drape their places 
in mourning and business will practically 
be suspended. 

Late this afternoon Sculptor John Ma- 
honey, of this city, took a plaster cast 
of General Harrison's face.

Manila, March 14.—The rebel trading 
operations in the Viscayan islands have 
been effectually broken up. Lieutenant 
Fred R. PAyne, commanding the United 
States gunboat Pampanga, pursuant to 
instructions, has seized and destroyed 
three hundred vessels of various sizes, 
mostly. native craft, constructed to assist 
the insurgents. But among those which 
have come to grief are a number of 
coasting vessels belonging to leading Ma- 
nila firms. 

Lieutenant Payne captured a quantity 
of supplies of war and war materials 
shipped by the insurgent governor of the 
island of Leyte to the rebel commander 
on the island of Samar.

CLOTURE WAS ‘APPLIED 
TO FORCE BILL THROUGH 


During F'ght, Gorman Was Near 
Senate Chamber and Directed 
Democratic Forces — Bill 
Will Soon Go to the 
Governor. 


Annapolis, Md., March 14.—The demo- 
cratic majority In the senate, after a 
tedious session lasting from 11 a. m, until 
8 p. m., aided by the application of the 
cloture rule, succeeded in passing the 
“disfranchisement” bill tonight by a vote 
of 14 to ll, a strict party division. 

The session opened with a spirited 
squabble over the engrossment of the 
bill, the republican members of the en- 
grossing committee claiming that the 
committee had not been called together 
by its democratic chairman and insist- 
ing that they had not been afforded an 
opportunity to compare the engrossed 
copy with the original. A motion to reé- 
commit it to the committee was lost, as 
was also a motion to make the bill the 
special order for 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
Then, fust as the president of the senate 
was about to declare the bill on its final 
passage and order a call of the roll thus 
shutting off debate, Senator Wilkinson, of 
St. Mary’s county, obtained recognition 
and proceeded to discuss the provisions 
of the bill at length. He was followed by 
several other republican senators, with 
the evident intention of wearing the dem- 
ocrats out, but at 7:30 p. m. the president 
cut off further debate and the bill was 
passed. 

It now goes to the house for concur- 
rence in the senate amendments. There 
has been some talk to the effect that the 
democratic leaders in the house will non- 
concur in some of these, in which event 
the passage of the bill in that brancl 
may be delayed, but the consensus of 
opinion is that no further obstacle will be 
placed in its way and that it will go to 
the govérnor tomorrow night for his sig- 
nature. 

‘During the fight in the senate today for- 
mer United States Senator Gorman sat in 
the private room of the president of the 
senate adjoining the senate chamber and 
directed the democratic forces. 


TELEGRAPH AND THE PUBLIC. 


Clark Testifies Before Industrial 
Commission at Washington. 
Washington, March 14.—Thomas F. 
Clark, vice president of the Western 
Union. Telegraph Company, testified be- 
fore the industrial commission today con- 
cerning the relations of the telegraph to 
the public. He devoted much of his time 
to the consideration of the wisdom of 
government ownership of = telegraph. 
Those who based their advocacy of the 
system upon its working in Great Britain, 
Belgium and Switzerland, he said, ig- 
nored vital difference between the condi- 
tions of those countries and the United 
States. In this country, Mr. Clark said, 
there are only sixty-seven people to each 
mile of wire, while there are in Great 
Britain 130 people to the mile, Switzerland 
220 and in Belgium 321. In the United 
States there are 1,118,086 miles of wire and 

in‘all of Europe 1,585,267 miles 

All told, he said there are 29,000 places 
in the United States reached by the tele- 
graph companies, while in Great Britain 
there are only 10,186 places thus reached. 

In this country almost 50 per cent of the 
postoffices have telegraph connectons. 
while in Great Britain only about one- 
quarter of them are thus equipped. 

While admitting that rates on local 
message in Europe are lower than in the 
United States, Mr. Clark contended that 
on through messages they are compara- 
tively higher.

tation with Mrs. Danforth, decided to ac- 
cede to the last request of the dead man 
and bury him at sea.

The bodv 
will be placed on the rail of the boat and 
after reading the marked paragraphs in 
“Spencer’s Education,” as requested, will 
be gently slipped into the ocean. The 
burial occurs at 9:30 tomorrow morning. 
Was Well Known in Macon. 

Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—The 
people of Macon read with great interest 
the account in today’s Constitution of J. 
R. B. Danforth killing himself at Bruns- 
wick yesterday. This was the first infor- 
mation that the public here had of the 
unfortunate affair. Danforth was well 
known in thts city, where he formerly 
lived. A streak of insanity ran in one 
branch of hig family, several relatives 
having been in the insane asylum. Dr. 
Oliver Danforth, the father of J. R. B. 
Danforth, committed suicide in Macon 
some years ago. He attended the church 
of which he was a member on a Sunday 
and partook of the communion and then 
went home and killed himself. 

Insanity was the plea offered in defense 
of J. R. B. Danforth when he was put 
on trial in Macon for shooting and kill- 
ing Mr. William Landsberg in 1884 or 1885. 


The killing was done in the store of M.. 


Nusslaum .& Co., where Danforth was 

employed. Mr. Landsberg was one of the 
firm. The Killing’ created great excite- 
ment in Macon at the time. Danforth 
was convicted and sentenced to the peni- 

caine ioe for life, but was afterwards par- 
oned.

Greenville, 8. C., March 14—(Special.)— 
The ninth anniversary sermon of Dr. 
Thomag Maxwell McConnell, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church of this city, 
and the gratifying reports made at the 
church conference last week, has drawn 
specia] attention to the remarkable prog- 
ress along various lines made by this 
church during the past few years. 

Dr. McConnell has had charge of the 
First Presbyterian church just nine years, 
his pastorate commencing in March, 1892 
and it is no exaggeration to say that he 
has been one of the most successful pas- 
tors the church has ever had. His admin- 
{stration has been full of zeal and ¢n- 
ergy and has been one of thorough pro- 
gression. Dr. McConnell has been unusual- 
ly successful and his valuabie services: 
have been greatly appreciated by his con- 
gregation. 

During the past nine years the net in- 
crease Of membership at the First Pres- 
byterian church has been over 300, the 
number having swelled from 200 to 500 in 
that time.

Mrs. Diggers’s oldest son is eighty, and 
according to her statement, as she was 
married at twenty-two, and this son was 
born two years after the marriage, this 
would seem to prove her right age to 
have been 104 years. Mrs. Driggers was 
born in South Carolina in the Jatter part 
of the eighteenth century, came to Sa- 
vannah with her parents, was left an 
orphan and entered the orphan asylum 
here. Afterwards she married John 
Driggers, of Bulloch county, and resided 
in that county unti] within the last few 
years, when she returned to Savannah to 
reside with a son here. The old lady 
continued in the best of health, enjoyed 
@ good appetite and was even sprightly 
up to within a few months of her death, 
which is ascribed simply to old age.

GRANT WOULD HAVE LAPSED 


Road’s Attorney Advised That Work 
Begin in Order for Road To 
Hold Right in City. 


Augusta, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)— 
This afternoon. under telegraphic instruc- 
tions from President John Skelton Wil- 
liams, James U. Jackson, general agent 
of the Seaboard Air Line, put a foreé of 


hands to work tearing down the one- 


story shanties on the Harrison block, Op- 
posite the union depot, to make way for 
tracks. The city’s grant to the Seaboard 
of right of way through the city and use 
of various streets, would lapse tomorrow 
by limitation and the city council hav- 
ing last night refused an extension for 
another year, Attorney Bovkin Wright 
advised begining work today to preserve 
the present grant This grant is for the 
projected Chattanooga, Augusta and 
Chareston railroad, the new line from 
Charleston, Augusta and Athens, which 
the Seaboard a year ago declared its in- 
tention to build. 

The work begun todav in Augusta was 
unpremeditated and cannot continue con- 
secutively, but under advice of the com- 
pany’s attorney is sufficient to hold the 
city’s grant. 

General Agent Jackson declares the 
Seaboard means in good faith to build 
this road, and as soon as work can be 
properly organized and directed the num- 
ber of hands will be largely increased. 
Ten men were rut to work with new 
axes and picks this afternoon. 


DOUGHERTY’S FOREST GIANT. 


Sycamore Tree Forty-Four Feet in 
Circumference Near Base. 

Albany, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
Dougherty county now lays claim to the 
champion big tree of Georgia. It was dis- 
covered several weeks ago by employees 
of the Red Cypress Lumber Company who 
were engaged in cutting timber. It rears 
its head from the midst of a thick swamp 
where hardwood trees abound, and to this 
is due the fact that it was not discovered 
sooner. 

This giant of the swamp is a sycamore. 
It is on a little knoll, and except in sea- 
sons when a great deal of rain has fallen 
its trunk is not reached by water. A 
foot from the ground its trunk is forty- 
four feet in circumference. For twenty 
feet above the ground the body of the 
great tree is round and symmetrical, but 
at that point it branches into four sec- 
tions, any one of which would make a 
giant tree if standing alone. The four 
arms of the big sycamore do not spread 
out as would seem natural, but reach 
skyward, almost perpendicularly. The 
tree is pronounced by all who have seen 
it a curiosity, and places ‘in the shade’ 
all the known big trees in Georgia. 


LEAD PLUMB BOB STRUCK HIM 


Suit of Terence Harley Against Au- 
gusta Contractors. 

Augusta, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The city court has been engaged all day 
in the suit of Terence L. Harley against 
J. P. McKenzie & Sons, contractors, for 
$5,000 dameges. While the Miller-Walker 
bullding was being constructed Harley 
was passing on the sidewalk, when a 
lesd plumb bob fell from the building 
n top of his head. He was very ill for 
three weeks and claims still to suffer 
from the accident. Defendants proved 
that Harley was subsequently hurt in @ 
runaway accident and that his present 
trouble is the result of that accident. 
Medical experts were sworn on both rides 
and the case is attracting considerable 
interest. 


THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 


Pecan Trees Becoming Popular. 

The planting of pecan trees has recently 
become very popular in Georgia. Quite 
a number of cities have been experiment- 
ing with the pecans as shade trees, both 
on the streets and in the parks. This tree 
not only bears, but is one of the most 
hardy trees that grows in the south. It 
will stand the cold weather and will 
grow anywhere south of Maryland. The 
trees do well planted in cotton or corn 
fields, and the farmers can cultivate 
their lands in crops of cotton or corn 
until the trees eet to bearing, and it is 
claimed that after that time the nuts 
will bring a greater amount of revenue 
than either cotton or corn. The trees 
will bear when six years old. 


Public Schools for LaGrange.

The recommendations of the bar associa- 
tion generally have great weight with 
the legislature, and whatever action ts 
taken at the coming convention will be 
watched with interest.

RIAL OF JUDGES. 
OPENS AT RALEIGH 


Impeachment Proceedings Draw 
big Crowd, 


HAST SPEECH YESTERDAY 


Representative Allen, Chairman of 
the Board, Made It for the 
Prosecution — The Testi- 
thony To Be Taken 
Today. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 14.—(Special.)— 
Nearly all members of the house here 
went to the senate chamber to witness 
the opening of the impeachment trial, 
which began at noon. Representative Al- 
len, chairman of the board of impeach- 
ment managers, made the opening argu- 
ment for the prosecution. He said in- 
fluences were at work to make it appear 
that the people did not demand or op- 
pose this trial: that even admitting the 
public was against impeachment, it should 
not deter senators from a strict per- 
formance of duty. He declared that the 
house in the impeachment had no mo- 
tive save the public good. 

Five charges are made against Judges 
Furches and Douglas. First, violation of 
article 9, section 4 of the constitution; 
second, violation of section 3, article 14, 
that no moneys shall be drawn from the 
state treasury save by legislative appro- 
priation; third, violation of chapter 19, 
laws of 1899, which forbids payment ex- 
cept in the prescribed method; fourth, vio- 
lation of chapter 21, laws of 1899; fifth, 
that a series of opinions filed during two 
years disregarded the acts and will of 
the legislature. 

Mr. Allen said in regard to their issu- 
ing mandamus on the treasurer: ‘‘Why 
did they not order thé writ issued in open 
court instead of letting a clerk privately 
issue it?” He said these judges have car- 
ried the doctrine of Hoke vs. Henderson 
to such an extent that it is almost im- 
possible to abolish a public office in 
North Carolina. Mr. Allen spoke over 
an hour. Chief Justice Furches was pres- 
ent. Justice Douglas was absent on ac- 
count of grip. The taking of testimony 
begins at noon tomorrow. 


GORED TO DEATH BY A BULL. 


Infuriateld Amimal Attacks Owner 

with Fatal Result. 

Rutherfordton, N. C., March ,j4.—\(Spe- 
clal.)}—A. Wernwag, of West Asheville, 
died at midnight from injuries received 
in an attack by a bull. 

The attack took place in a stable, near 
Wernwag’s dwelling. He had taken the 
bull in the stall to tie him, when the 
beast became suddenly infuriated, knock- 
ed his owner down and began goring him. 
Wernwag cried for help and was heard 
by a colored employee of hts. Rushing 
to the stable the negro attacked the 
angry animal with a stout club and suc- 
ceeded in beating him off his mangled 
and bleeding victim. 

Wernwag was carried into the house 
and a physician was quickly summoned. 
By the time the physician arrived his pa- 
tient had lost a great quantity of blood. 
One leg was gored to the bone and the 
flesh ripped open eight inches. The other 
leg was fearfully lacerated, and there 
were numerous bruises. Wernwag was 
also injured internally by the pressure 
of the bull’s head. He suffered greatly 
all day, his pain becoming more acute as 
death approached. 

The deceased was a meat dealer in Cen- 
tral market and was about fifty-seven 
years old. o

Twenty Thousand Dollars for a Free 
Library.

KENTUCKY TOWN 


Cloverport Is Burned, Entailing 
Loss of $000,000, 


HUNDREDS ARE HOMELESS 


Estimated That One Thousand Per- 
sons Are Without Shelter—Fire 
Caused by Bursting of 
Natural Gas Pipe in 

| a Kitchen. 


Cloverport, K’y., March 14—In the biting 
air of the early morning hours the citi- 
zens of Cloverport looked on, almost 
‘powerless to act today, while fire de- 
stroyed $500,000 worth of property and 
left 1,000 persons—half the population— 
homeless. Every business &puse was 
burned and the distress of hundreds of 
women and children was relieved only 
when trains loaded with supplies arrived 
from Louisville and Henderson. At noon 
the fire was still burning in spots, but 
the remaining structures were scattered 
and no further spread was anticipated. 

By the bursting of a natural gas pipe 
in the kitchen of a private house shortly 
after midnight the building was set fire. 
A high wind was blowing and the burn- 
ing embers were carried to the immense 
tobacco warehouse owned by the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company. These buildings 
were soon wrapped in flames and efforts 
to save them were abandoned in order to 
fight the fires which were springing up 
on all sides. The tobacco company’s 
plant. consisting of two stemmeries ang 
1,000,000 pounds of tobacco, was soon de- 
stroyed and the fire continued to spread. 

The local fire department was totally 
inadequate to cope with the fire and 
Louisville and Henderson were asked to 
send assistance. As Louisville is seventy- 
five miles distant, however, no heip ar- 
rived until 4:30 o’clock and by that time 
the fire had about exhausted its material. 
Every business house was gone, together 
with all provisions and clothing. Over 
half of the residences, too, had been de- 
stroyed and 1,000 people were wandering 
aimlessly through the gtfeets, staring at 
the ruins. 

Here and there on the outskirts of the 
town fires were seen in some smal]! frame 
cottage, but these gradually died out and 
by noon the flames had been almost en- 
tirely checked. 

Relief trains were made wp at Louis- 
ville and Henderson and brought 5,000 
loaves of bread, a large supply of cloth- 
ing, etc. The coaches will be placed at 
the disposal of the homeless until they 
can find other temporary homes. Adju- 
tant General Murray this afternoon ship- 
ped 500 tents from Frankfort. 

A number of persons were slightly in- 
jured in fighting the fire. 


JUDGE BARHAM-~RESTRAINED. 


Virginia Supreme Court on the New- 
port News Case. 
Richmond, Va., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The famous Newport News police muddle 
was disposed of in the supreme court of 
appeals today, when the court, in an 
opinion by President Keith, awarded a 
writ of prohibition, restraining Judge 
Barham, of the corporation court of that 
city from interfering with the police 
commisioners in the discharge of their 
duty and awarding the plaintiff costs in 
the suit. This was the most interesting 

of the ten cases decided. 

The police fight in Newport News at- 
tracted widespread attention. Applica- 
tion was made to the supreme court for 
a writ of prohibition restraining the judge 
of the corporation court of Newport 
News from interfering with the board of 
police commisioners in the removal of 8. 
J. Howard as chief of police and ap- 
pointing T. J. Johnson to the position. 
The fight has been a long and bitter one. 
Judge Keith wrote the opinion awarding 
the writ, sustaining the police commis- 
sioners in every particular, thus finally 
disposing of the matter. Johnson is also 
given authority to claim his salary since 
the time of his appointment, and the 
costs in the case are placed against Bar- 
ham, judge, et al. 

The court reversed its judgment in the 
case of Sands vs. Durham. This was an 
appeal from the circuit court of Giles 
county. An opinion was handed down 
by the court in June, 1900, but the court 
not feeling satisfied with the conclusion 
then reached, a rehearing was granted 
and the opinion handed down today af- 
firms the decree of the lower court, which 
had formerly been reversed. Judge Whit-

WILL DAM LITTLE TENNESSEE 


Knoxville Power Company Discloses 
Its Scheme. 

Knoxvitle, Tenn., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The purpose of the resolution passed by 
the Tennessee legislature permitting the 
damming of the Little Tennesse river 
near here, was disclosed today. The 
Knoxville Power Company, backed by 
$800,000 eastern capital, has bandoned its 
scheme to dam the Tennessee river at 
Knoxville and will dam the Little Tennes- 
see eighteen miles southeast of here. It 
is said 900 horse-power can be secured 
there and electricity for power and lights 
will be generated. The surveys will be- 
gin next week and it is proposed to build 
the plant as soon as possible. The com- 
pany’s Tennessee river dam, passed at 
the recent congress, ‘but it was not signed 
by President McKinley owing to lack of 
time. 
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Czar’s Manchurian Game Is Causing 
Washington Anxiety. 


CLEAR STATEMENT IS WANTED 


Count Cassini Informed That This 
Country Would Like To Know 
Plans of the Czar. 


Washington, March 14.—Our government 
has not yet been able to obtain anything 
like an official statement of the contents 
of the alleged agreement between Rus- 
sia and China respecting the protectorate 
over Manchuria. The state department 


has from the beginning sought to discour- 
age any kind of secret arrangement 
touching China, so that the Russian 
agreement, regardless of its details, is 
objectionable from this point of view. 

The opposition to the Russian move has 
not crystallized up to this moment, and 
it Is felt that there is every prospect of a 
consummation of the agreement between 
Russia and China, unless the other pow- 
ers, whe now hang undecided, speedily 
come to a determination to oppose it. 

In view of this impending crisis, the of- 
ficials here would regard as of secondary 
importance the negotiations still in prog- 
ress at Pekin respecting indeninities and 
punishments were it not for a belief that 
there is grave danger that by an undue In- 
sistence by the ministers at Pekin upon 
the collection of impossible indemnities 
and the continuance of punitive measures, 
the United States government will be 
obliged, in deference to public sentiment 
here, to maintain an attitude of exact 
neutrality and withhold any assistance 
that might otherwise be reasonably re- 
quested, in the greater purpose of check- 
ing the consummation of an agreement 
which is almost certain to result in the 
partition of China, 

Such information as has come to the 
hands of officials indicate that the Russian 
agreement consists of twelve articles, not 
nine as has been published. The chief 
coneern of officials here has been to learn 
how far these articles affect the perma- 
nent future of Manchuria. On their face, 
it is said, they show a return of Man- 
churia to China, which would seem to be 
quite in keeping with the desire of all 
powers. But this is accomplished upon 
certain conditions imposed upon China, 
and it is understood that these conditions, 
in effect, established a Russian suzerain- 
ty over Manchuria, with a Russian offi- 
cial occupying the chief executive post- 
tion, quite similar to that of the, British 
viceroy of India, 

Chinese affairs received considerable at- 
tention at the state department today, as 
the Chinese minister, the British ambas- 
sador and the Russian ambassador fol- 
lowed each other in lengthy conference 
with Mr. Hay. It is understood that in 
the informal discussion with Count Cas- 
sina an earnest intimation was conveyed 
to him that it would be most helpful in 
dealing with the subject if a clear and 
explicit understanding of Russia’s plans 
in this particular matter were forthcom-

No Changes Will Be Made in Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Washington, March 14.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs talked with the president to- 
day about a number of places under the 
department of justice, the terms of the 
incumbents being about to expire. This 
includes a large number of United States 
district attorneys and marshals. Except 
where charges have been made against 
incumbents and where the senatorial stat- 
ute has changed there will be no new ap- 
pointments. The present incumbents will 
be reappointed as their terms expire. 


SAYS HE HAS LICENSE TO LIE 


Principal State Witness in Lynchers. 
Case Causes Sensation. 

Scranton, Miss., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The trial of the eleven men charged with 
the lynching of John Knox, whose friends 
claim he was a Canadian, took a sensa- 
tional turn against the state today, when 
Jeff Larsen, roustabout gambier and 
star witness for the prosecution, stated, 
under oath, that his former story given 
to District Attorney White was a tissue 
of falsehood. With a garrulous air he 
answered state questions as to his former 
statement by saying, “I had a license to 
lie.” District Attorney White and Attor- 
ney General McClurg, who have been most 
active in the prosecution, claim that they 
will revoke this license at the next term 
of the circuit court. 

Great crowds, containing many promi- 
nent people, were present at the trial. 
The defenses summoned them all as wit- 
nesses and asked that subpoenas be is- 
sued for every citizen of Jackson county. 

This move by ex-Congressman Denny 
and W. R. Woods, who represent the 
prisoners, was unlooked for and created 
a considerable stir, but it will probablv 
not be put into execution, as the total 
denial by the principal state’s witness 
that he knows anything of the lynching 
means the breaking down of the case.

TO FORCE RUSSIA’S HAND | 


CASHIER KILLED 
DEFENDING CASH 


Bank Robbers Murder Charles 
- Ayan in Pennsylvania, 


CITIZENS TAKE THE ROBBERS 


Bandits Entered Bank, Drew Revol- 
vers and Forced Cashier To 
Collect Money—Ryan Then 
Attacked Robbers 
and Was Shot. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 14.—Charles W. 
Ryan, cashier of the Halifax National 
bank, was shot to death by Henry Rowe 
and Weston Keiper, of Lykens, at noon 
today in an attempt at bank robbery. 

The robbers were captured by a party 
of citizens soon after the crimsa and were 
brought to the Harrisburg jail, together 
with F. B. Straley, of Lykens, who is 
suspected of being an accomplice. 

Rowe and Keliper drove to Ha!ifax from 
Elizabethville this morning, and hitching 
their team on the outskirts of the town, 
boldly entered the bank with revolvers 
presented. Bach had a revolver and they 
demanded the attaches of the bank to 
throw up their hands and turn over the 
money. One of them held in check Abra- 
ham Fortenbaugh, the president of the 
bank; Isaac Lytar, the telle®, and ex- 
Representative Swartz, of Dtuncanton, 
who was in the bank on private business. 
The other covered cashier Ryan and, un- 
der the menace of the revolvers, the 
cashier ccllected the cash in the drawers 
to the amount of $2,000 and placed it in 
a satchel the rcbbers had brought with 
them. Rowe, with the  cash-stuffed 
satchel in his hand, backed out toward 
the door and Keiper also moved toward 
the entrance to the bank. 

Jvst when it seemed that the roltbers 
would succeed in getting away Ryan 
leared forward in an attempt to Knock 
tp the revolver of the man with the 
money. In the scuffle several shots were 
fired and Ryan fell to the floor, shot 
through the groin by a bullet from the 
pistol of Rowe. Fortenbaugh grabbed 
Rowe and after a short scuffle threw him 
to the floor. Keiper ran out the door. 
The noise of the shooting attracted F. F. 
Lyter, who has a store near the bank 
building. He ran out with his shotgun 
and pursued Keiper for one block and 
shot him back of the head, when the 
robber surrendered. 


BONES ARE SOLD AS RELICS 


Every Vestige of Corsicana Tragedy 
Has Been Carried Away. 

Corsicana, Tex., March 14.—Everything 
is quiet here tonight. Business has set- 
tled down to normal conditions after a 
week of excitement and all visitors have 
gone home. No threats are heard of 
wreaking vengeance on Anderson Norris, 
the alleged murderer of Mrs. French, and 
the law will probably be allowed to take 
its course in the case. 

The courthouse yard, where the negro, 
Henderson, was burned, has been a mecca 
for reiic hunters all day. Every vestige 
of the ghastly tragedy, even to the ashes, 
was carried away as relics of the execu- 
tion. The bones of the victim were broken 
up into small bits and passed around as 
souvenirs. Photographers who took views 
of the different scenes during the burning 
are doing a big business selling copies of 
the pictures taken. 

The news that the governor has taken 
steps to investigate the burning does not 
occasion any discussion. The incident is 
apparently closed here,

Richmond, Va., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The enormcus traveling crane used by

Editor Constitution—I have just read, with 
profound interest, your timely editorial in the 
Constitution, addressed to the farmers of the 
cotton belt, in which you publish an admira- 
ble letter from Mr. George M. Traylor, also 
most timely and potent in its facts, urging the 
cotton planters of the south to reduce rather 
than enlarge their acreage tn cotton. Nothing 
new or more forcible can be added to what you 
have said, and I simply hope in this letter to 
call attention again to your unanswerable facts 
and words of wisest counsel. I only wish 
every farmer in the south could read and 
would heed what you have written. Remem- 
bering the superb fight The Constitution made 
on the English expert, Neill, as to his falsely 
exaggerated estimate of the cotton crop of 
1899, the signal victory won for the farmer 
through your efforts, enabling the farmers of 
the south to realize many millions more for 
that crop, I can but hope they will be grate- 
ful enough to appreciate your unselfish work 
and again heed the timely warning, full of 
wisdom, you are giving them. Why the cot- 
ton farmers of the south will plunge into the 
folly of planting this year a larger acreage 
than ever before, as reports indicate, after 
their past experience has demonstrated that 
a crop of 8,000,000 of bales brings them many 
more millions of dollars than a crop of 10,- 
000,000 bales, is beyond the comprehension of 
human intelligence. And yet that is the 
promised praspect staring the cotton farmers 
of the south in their own face. Why the 
cotton farmer cannot see that a 12,000,000 
bale crop means the inevitable low price of & 
cents, paralyzes the *eaching of the most com- 
mon observation. And then, when he must 
eee that with his cheap priced cotton he must 
buy high priced bacon, cern and hay, for, 
whatever a farmer buys that he could and 
ought to raise for home consumption, is al- 
ways high at any price. When Mr. Traylor 
says, “‘The few counties in the south which 
have engaged in producing food products and 
live stock for sale are noticeably the most 
independent and prosperous,” he stater an 
exiomatic truth sustained by facts that every 
man knows who has observed them. Likewise 
is that true as to the individual farmer. And 
the reverse cOnditions exist wherever the crop 
is all cotton and no food products and Hve 
stock are produced. Only a few days ago I 
passed through a section in Tennéssee, not 
forty miles north of Huntsville, settled up with 
German farmers, who raise not a stalk of cot- 
ton, but wheat, corn, hay and live stock, and 
Prosperity is seen to abound. Those farmers, 
and I know whereof I speak, are not only out 
of debt, but they have money to loan. They 
have operated successfully for years a cream- 
ery and propose now to build a flouring mil) at 
the railroad station in their midst. Mr. Tray- 
lor states another great truth when he says 
if the southern farmers will only plant one- 
third of the lands they cultivate in cotton, 
they will ultimately become, as a class, the 
most prosperous agriculturists known to his- 
tory; and inevitably will they reach such a 
condition, provided they inteligently use the 
other two-thirds in producing food products 
and raising live stock, which, of course, Mr. 
Traylor assumed they would do. 

The situation for the southern cotton plan- 
ter is indeed serious, as The Constitution says. 
And I hope it will continue to thunder into the 
ears of the cotton farmers of the south this 
wise and timely warning, day after day, until 
they shall be aroused from a mistaken secur- 
ity and made to see the fearful and alarm- 
ing danger which threatens the destruction 
of their prosperity. 

There is one way, and but one way on earth, 
by which the farmer can possibly secure a 
good paying price for his cotton, and that is 
to keep the acreage reduced down to the pro- 
duction of a 9,000,000 bale limit! Let him 
do this and raise all he consumes at home for 
ten years, and he will be rich. Any other 
course, and he is at the mercy of superior 
combinations and the slave of that tireless 
and sleepless devil—Debt.

The Pontemplated Health Officer. / 

EXjitor Constitution—Quite an active campaign 
has been inaugurated in regard to the question 
of a special health officer for the city, and 
it seems to be the general opinion that the 
creation of such an officer, acting directly un- 
der the control and direction of the board of 
health, is necessary to the growing require- 
ments of ganitary regulation, 

It cannot be doubted that, from a sanitary 
point of view, the increase in the crowded 
conditions incident to a rapid growth of the 
city imperatively requires increased activity 
and precautions in the sanitary service. Ques- 
tions of contagious and infectious diseases ac- 
quire increased importance and gravity. 

In this connection ft may be mentioned thot 
certain diseases, being more particularly con- 
tagious, require stricter isolation or quaran- 
tine, as smallpox, for Instance. Certain others 
are of @ more infectious character and should 
be combatted by disinfection, fumigation, etc., 
as typhoid fever, And again others combining 
the two characteristics of contagion and infec- 
tion should be met by both {fsolation and disin- 
fection—as, for instance, scarlet fever. These 
varying conditions and exigencies would re- 
quire, it would seem, expert, special and as- 
siduous supervision, An officer, strictly and 
exclusively confined to this sphere of duty, 
would add much to the sanitary safeguards 
and there could be found abundant opportu- 
nity to occupy the undivided attention of such 
officer. 

This duty should not interfere in any way 
with that of the ward physicians, whose whole 
function is to attend the indigent sick and 
who are already overworked and underpaid, 
but the two could be worked in harmony and 
with increased benefit to the city.

‘That beef belongs to Cunnel Johnson.’ 

‘“ ‘Well, hand me the potatoes, then,’ I 
said: 

“‘T can’t hand dem  taters, boss,’ 
grinned the negro; ‘dey de cunnel’s, too.’ 

“ ‘What on earth, then, do you expect 
us to eat?’ I exclaimed. 

‘* ‘Boss,’ said the negro, who seemed 
mighty tickled, ‘we put dis corn bread 
and some salt and water on de table for 
you folks what pays in confederate 
money.’ 

“And that’s all we got. The fellow 
who kept the hotel said he couldn't 
serve anything but bread, salt and water 
for confederate money.”’

SOUTHERN LUMBER IS IN 
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DEMAND AND MILLS BUSY 


Baltimore, March 14.—(Special.)—In- 
roads upon the great timber resources 
@f the south are usually fair indications 
of general activity in many lines of In- 
dustry. Reports during the week to The 
Manufacturers’ Record from four import- 
ant lumber centers show a decidedly grat- 
ifying activity. At Memphis, a center of 
the hardwood industry, local building op- 
erations are contributing to a picking up 
in lumber transactions consequent upon 
demand elsewhere. Most of the hardwood 
lumbermen report a fair increase tn the 
volume of orders, both domestic and ex- 
port. 

Reports at Savannah from contributory 
milling centers are that the mills are 
fully employed with good orders in sight. 
At nearby Georgia ports there is consid- 
erable activity in lumber. The market 
at Darien is much improved, and Bruns- 
wick has a good demand from the usual 
sources for all grades of lumber. Mills at 
St. Simons and at other points are gen- 
erally running at full capacity. The cross 
tle industry is in good shape. More than 
2,000,000 feet of lumber left Savannah dur- 
ing the week for northern and eastern 
ports, 

Lumber of all desirable grades is bring- 
ing good prices at Mobile. Orders during 
the month have been numerous and re- 
cent shipments have gone to Great Bri- 
tain, Palermo, Italy; St. Nazarie and 
Havre, France; Buenos Ayres and Cuban 
ports. 

Specifications have been sent to Beau- 
mont mills within the past two weeks 


for more than 12,000,000 feet of timber, the 
inquries showing a remarkable industrial 
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development all over the state and else 
where, and the timber bills submitted 
being for warehouse, factory buildings 
elevators, wharf sheds and rice mills. In 
the railroad department the timber busi- 
ness is excellent, particularly as to string- 
ers, and cross tiles have reached a higher 
price than ever before in the district. 

In the iron trade centering at Birming- 
ham the activity has been equally as 
marked as in lumber. Prices have mate- 
rially advanced during the last two or 
three weeks, with heavy sales made for 
delivery during the next few months, in 
some cases running until the latter part 
of the year. Even a few’sales are report- 
ed for delivery in 1902. It is reported that 
there has been no. speculative buying 
whatever, and that the demand has come 
from the actual needs of consumers 
throughout the country. Alabama coal 
mines and furnaces are running to full 
capacity. 

In Arkansas the sawmills are in full 
operation, paralleling the activity in the 
bauxite fields near Little Rock and in 
the coal fields in the western part of the 
state, all reflecting the prosperity shown 
also in an increase during the year of 5) 
per cent in bank clearings and 60 per cent 
in freight traffic at Little Rock. Better 
priced cotton is in part responsible for 
the feeling of comfort generally through- 
out the south and shared by Arkansas 
farmers, who at no time within the last 
twenty years have been in better finan- 
cial condition. This situation is having a4 
salutary effect upon agriculture, for, 
though cotton will have a somewhat 
larger acreage this year, marked atter- 
tion is being given other crops.

- Method of Taxing Rail 
Way Franchises 


WEANS BIGGEST FIGHT = 
ATLANTA HAS YET SEER 


Tax Committee Will Ask Council To 


Delinquent Taxes. 


The city council is going to ask the 
legislature at its next session to grant 
certain amendments to the charter of At- 
lanta which will enable it to legally tax 
the franchises and franchise rights of 
street railroads. +f 

“This step,’”’ as an alderman put it yes- 
terday, “is going to create one of the big- 
gest fights ‘the city has ever known.” 

The matter came up before the tax 
committee of council on the resolution of 
Councilman Garrett, introduced in coun- 
efi and prescribing that steps be taken to 
arrive at some constitutional method of 
taxing the franchises of street railroad 
companies. Mr. Joel Hurt, who was out 
of the city, had requested that the com- 
mittee postpone action until he could be 
heard, but as no positive step other than 
setting the ball in motion was contem- 
plated, the tax committee proceeded with 
the discussion. 

There are several proposed methods of 
taxing street railroad franchises, and 
these have recently been under discussion 
by members of council. One of these is 
the ordinance of Alderman Johnson and 
Councilman Garrett, providing for a tax 
of $300 a mile on all street railways in 
the city. The ordinance of Alderman 
Reed, relative to a tax on the grogs re- 
ceipts, is another method of getting at it. 

Indeed, there are various ways of tax- 
ing these valuable assets, provided they 
can be legally applied; but according to 
the opinions before the tax committee 
yesterday the city’s charter does not give 
it any right 4o impose a tax on these 
franchises in any shape or form. It is 
desired to remedy this defect. 

After a brief discussion yesterday the 
tax committee requested the city attor- 
ney to draw up a resolution which will 


be submitted to council as the commit- 


tee’s report, asking that the matter be 
referred to the committee on ordinances 
and legislation with directions to prepare 
the necessar-- amendments to the charter 
of the city to permit of the taxation of 
these franchises as desired. The legisla- 
turé will be asked to grant these charter 
amendments at its next session. 

“We are practically all agreed that 
these public utilities, operated by private 
corporations, should be made to pay for 
the valuable privileges which they en- 
joy.” said Alderman LaHatte, “It seems 
we are not in a position to do so now, 
and we arg seeking to acquire that power 
which we ought to possess, Of course it 
will create a big fight, but sooner or later 
it’s got to come, and it may as well come 
now.” 

City To Sell Property. 

City Clerk Campbell called to the atten- 
tion of the tax committee yesterday the 
existence of a large number of deeds to 
property held by the city for taxes, which 
has never been redeemed. These deeds 
are to .real estate purchased by the city 
at tax sales. There are something like 
one hundred or more of these ts, many 
of them vacant, which were bought bv 
the city to be held as security for un- 
paid taxes, and they have been -held one, 
two, three, four and five years in some 
instances. All of them have been held 
longer than is required by law to permit 
of redemption by the owners. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the 
tax committee that all of this property 
should be advertised and sold. The city 
has for a long time been kept out of the 
use of the money that should have been 
paid as taxes on these lots, and the costs 
and interests will mount up heavily.

She is about thirty-five years of age 
and a handsome woman of the brunette 
type. She says she has two daughters in 
Atlanta who recently came here and went 
to work. Her husband was in Baltimore 
when she last heard of him. She cams 
south to join her children whom she 
says her husband sent to Mississippi to 
work. ; 

Mother and daughters came from Mis- 
sissippi to Atlanta about six weeks ago. 
The girls found positions in private fam- 
ilies and the woman secured a situation 


as a sick nurse. Yesterday morning she 
lost her position and started out to find 
her daughters. She wandered about all 
day, and night caught her alone on the 
streets still trying to find her children. 
An officer spoke to her near the union 
depot and upon hearing her story sent 


her to the barracks for the night. 

At the police barracks, homeless and 
away from her children, with poverty 
staring her in the face, with her husband 
miles away and not a friend near to help 
her, daughter of Bohemia told the 
story of her life and—smiled! 

In her broken English she said that she 
was Clarinda Govenda before she mar- 
ried her husband was Josef Antony; 
a tailor. Her children were Mary, aged 
fifteen, and Antoinette, aged thirteen. The 
little family came to America a few years 
ago and settled in Baltimore. Josef An- 
tony sent his two daughters to Biloxi, 
Miss., to work at an oyster cannery. The 
mother pined for the children, and she at 
last ran away from her husband and 
went to the girls at Biloxi. Six weeks 
ago mother and daughters came to At- 
lanta. 

The woman said she wanted to go back 
to her husband, and that she and her 
daughters were slowly making their way 
to Baltimore. Their three trunks, she 
stated, were held at a hotel for board, 
and she couldn’t raise the $6 to get them 
away. She had worked hard and saved 
two dollars. She had not seen the girls 
in two weeks and did not know how to 
find the places where they were at work.

BROKE JAIL WITH 
A REDHOT IRON 


Capture of Will Seals, Who Made a 
Unique Jail Delivery. 


HE BURNED HIS WAY OUT 


Caught in \Atlanta Yesterday and 
Locked Up at Barracks. 


WAS JAILED AT DALLAS SIX MONTHS AGO 


Charge Against Him Was Cow Steal- 
ing—Hurt by Railroad Train 
Since He Broke Jail. 


Will Seals, a young white man who has 


been working in a guano factory at Sea- 


bolt, a station near the city, was ar- 
rested yesterday morning by Patrolman 
Seals on the charge of breaking jail at 
Dallas, this state, about four months ago. 

The prisoner burned his way out of the 
wooden jail at Dallas with a redhot iron, 
making one of the most novel jail deliv- 
eries on record. He got away and came 
to Atlanta and secured work in the guano 
factory. ¢ 

About six weeks ago while going to his 
work he was run down by a railroad train 
and his left heel was cut off. He was 
at the Grady hospital two weeks and got 
out only a few days ago. 

Yesterday morning the young man was 
pointed out to Officer Seals by a man 
who knew him and knew that he was 
wanted at Dallas. ; 

The prisoner made no resistance, mere- 
ly remarking that he was in hard luck, 
as he had been jailed for nothing and 
broke out because they would not give 
him a trial, 

“They ‘had me wumder arrest,” Seals 
stated, ‘on the charge of cow stealing, 
but God knows I never stole a.cow in 
my life. I thought the matter had all 
been satisfactorily arranged when I was 
Placed in jail and held there without a 
chance of seeing anybody. I laid in jail 
for months, and it looked as if they 
never intended to give me a trial. At 
last J decided to break out and I got 
hold of an iron bar which I heated red- 
hot in the jail stove. I pushed the hot 
iron against the outer wal] of the prison, 
which was of thick wood, and I kept it 
up until I had burned several holes in a 
circle clean through the wall. This took 
nearly a week, and I could only work 
at night. In the day time I hid the holes 
I had burned by filling them with bits of 
coal. Finally one night I had enough 
holes burned so I could push out a piece 
of the wall large enough to get my body 
through. I waited until late at night and 
was soon a free man. I came to Atlanta, 
where my people live, and went to work. 
I thought the matter had been forgottén. 
Six weeks ago a train knocked me down 
and my left heel was cut off to the bone. 
I am in hard luck, and never stole any 
cow, that’s what makes it all so hard.” 

Seals will probably be taken to Dallas 
this morning,

Sensational Suit Brought by Wife of 
Willis H. Elliott. 

Mrs, Mary C. Elliott yesterday brought 
suit for divorce in the superior court 
against her husband, Willis H. Elliott.

Among other allegations in the petition

Tabernacle Bible Conference Will 
Hold Ten Days Session. 


OPENING , MEETING TONIGHT 


Distinguished Bible Lecturers Will 
Participate, Among Whom~Is 
Rev. F. B. Meyer. 


The third annual session of the Taber- 
nacle Bible conference will convene to- 
night at the Tabernacle Baptist church 
and will continue for ten days, Some

He will remain in Atlanta six 
days, and Dr. Broughton stated last night 
that he would arrange other dates; but 
he said they would be for not over two 
days in each city. 

Rev. Mr. Meyer will arrive in the city 
tonight, and will make his first talk at 
the conference tomorrow morning. He 
will speak every morning and afternoon 
during his six days stay in the city. 
Rev. Mr. Meyer and tbe other visiting 
speakers will be quartered at the Hotel 
Majestic. 

Another of the other Special speakers 
will be William Philip Hall, chairman 
of the Twentieth Century Evangelistic 
Campaign Committee of America. He is 
one of the wealthiest business men of 
New York city, and takes an active in- 
terest in religious work. Rev. George C. 
Needham, Rev. R. A. Torrey, president 
of the Moody Bible institute, of Chicago, 
and other able instructors will also dis- 
cuss the great truths of the Bible.

HAD INSULTED 
WORKING CIRLS 


Recorder Said Lynching Bee 
Might Be Justifable 


CAPITOL JANITOR GUILTY 


Sam Jennings, Negro Janitor, Con- 
victed of Insulting White Wom- 
en When They Passed the 
State Capitol —Gets 
Full Extent. 


“Tf there was ever a case in which a 
lynching bee would be justifiable,” re- 
marked Recorder Broyles, during the 
trial of Sam Jennings yesterday after- 
noon, “this certainly is one.” 

Jennings, a small black negro and a 
janitor at the state capitol, had been 
convicted of insulting working girls on 
their way to and from work, and the re- 
corder made his lynching bee remarks 
when he was sentencing the prisoner to 
the full limit of the law. 

Jennings was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing by Bicycle Officer Arthur and yester- 
day afternoon a number of white women 
called at the police barracks and iden- 
tified him as the negro who had insulted 
them as they passed the capitol morn- 
ings and evenings. 

The negro had been carrying on his 
vile conduct for a year and a half, stop- 
ping at times for weeks, only to begin 
again when he thought suspicion was di- 
verted from him, 

Time and again the matter had been re- 
ported to the police, but all the schemes 
and traps resorted to failed, as the negro 
kept a close Watch for officers and other 
white men. ; 

It had been his practice to stand near 
the pillars at the front entrance of the 
capitol] and there wait until the women 


and girls came into sight. 


His conduct became so outrageous that 
the working girls had stopped passing 
the capitol, taking a longer route home. — 

Thursday morning a gentleman whose 
daughter had been among the white wo- 
men insulted took his position near the 
capitol and he saw the negro himself and 
witnessed some of his acts. 

When the white man approached, the 
negro ran into the capitol and hid. A 
posse of police and citizens surrounded 
the capitol and searched the building 
from cellar to dome, but the negro could 
not be found. He either slipped out un- 
seen or had some hiding place which was 
overlooked. 


He Was Fully Identified. 

Later in the day Officer Arthur arrested 
Jennings on a description furnished him, 
and after the arrest the negro was iden- 
tified. The women had reported the ne- 
gro to be a janitor, as he had been seen 
several times using a broom. There are 
only two negro janitors at the capitol and 
one is a large mulatto. Jennings is short, 
stout and black. All the women de- 
scribed him as being black and small. 


Jennings wag greatly frightened when 
taken into court.

Inspectors Catch Obscene Letter-Writer 
in Atlanta. 


HOWARD ADMITTED HIS GUILT 


Sent to Tower by Commissioner O. C. 
Fuller. | 


ATLANTA WOMAN THE PROSECUTOR 


Last Letter Written from Allentown, 
Pa., and He Will Be Tried in 
Philadelphia. 


After a chase lasting nearly thirteen 
years, Postoffice Inspectors R. E. Barry 
and J. A. Moore yesterday landed Charlos 
E. Howard, and he is now occupying a 
cell in the Tower at the expense of the 
United States. — 

Way back in 1888 Howard began writing 
obscene letters and sending them through 
the mails to Miss Bulah Atkinson, as 
she was then, but now Mrs. Bulah Harri- 
son, of 429 Davis street, Atlanta. Howard 
had lived here before that time. 

Complaint was made to the postoffice 
authorities shortly after the writing of 
these obscene letters began. Inspectors 
Barry and Moore took the matter up and 
chased Howard through five or six states 
without being able to locate him. How- 
ard, it seems, would write a letter of this 
kind just before leaving a place, and 
neglected to give his future address to the 
postmaster where it was mailed. On this 
account trace of him was lost. 

The last letter in the case was written 
from Allentown, Pa., a week or two ago. 
It appears Howard then came south. It 
so happened that both Inspector Barry 
and Inspector Moore were in the city in 
attendance on the United States court, 
and information of Howard’s presence in 
the city was given them. They found 
him working on a switch engine in the 
Southern railroad yards and immediately 
took him before United States Commis- 
sioner O. C. Fuller. : 

Howard claimed that the prosecutrix 
had a grudge against him on account of 
his failure to pay an alleged board Dill, 
and at the request of the inspectors he 
wrote out a statement to that effect. As 
soon as he had done so the writing was 
compared: with that of the obscene let- 
ters attributed to him, and he saw that 
he was caught. 

“You've got me now,” he said, “I sup- 
pose I might as well admit it.”’ 

The letters written by Howard were 
obscene.and vulgar in the extreme. He 
pleaded that he had only been writing 
“love letters,”’ but they bore a.stronger 
stamp. His eyes opened wide when he 
was told that the maximum penalty was 
$5,000 or ten years, or both in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

In default of bond, Commissioner Fuller 
committed Howard to jail, and he will 
be transferred to the United States court 
at Philadelphia for trial, the last offense 
having been committed in that district.

INTO NEW ORLEANS

May Acquire New Orleans 
and Northeastern. 


TO BE INITIAL LINE 


Reported on Reliable Author 
ity That Southern Will 
Have Its Rails from 
New Orleans to 
Washington. 


The Southern railway is after an en- 
trance into New Orleans as an inifial 
line direct to the east, with its own rails 
straight through to Washington. 

At least that is what the wise men in 
railroad circles are saying, and they find 
many persons ready to believe their 
words, 

The recent acquisition by the Southern 
of the Mcbile and Ohio and before that 
of the St. Louis-Louisville lines, causes 
credence to be given reports touching 
the purchase of other unattached lines 
by this system. 

The report that the Southern is seeking 
an entry into New Orleans grew dircctly 
out of the sale of the New Orleans and 
Western railway and Port Chalmette 
terminals at auction last Saturday. The 
sale took place in'New Orleans. The re- 
ported purchaser was F. J. Lisman, who 
was supposed to represent a syndicate of 
bc ndholders. It is believed now that he 
was really representing the Southern 
Railway Company. 

Another significant circumstance is 
found in the fact that W. 8. Beecher, 
who did the bidding at the sale, had with 
him as counsel Edwerd Ingalls, of New 
York. Mr. Ingalls is in the law office 
of Francis Hynde Stetson, the general 
counsel of the Southern railway. 

The purchase of the New Orleans and 
Western is said to mean later acquisition 
of the New Orleans and Northeastern 
and the consequent entry of the Southern 
into New Orleans as an initial line. The 
report has been confirmed by what is con- 
sidered reliable authority in New Or- 
leens. There are many reasons for be- 
lieving it wholly true. The advantages 
it would give the Southern are manifest. 

The New Orleans and Western, which 
was sold Saturday, is a belt line about 
the city of New Orleans connecting with 
all lines running into the city. Its ter- 
minal facilities, known as the Port Chal- 
mette terminals, are second to none in 
the south. They were included in the 
sale. The 10ad operates three large cot- 
ton presses; has eighty store houses; has 
2.745 feet of wharf frontage, on which 
there is over 2,000 feet of shed; has aix 
miles of electric railway between. 
wharves, warehouses an@ compresses. 
The road has sixteen miles of track. 

The purchase pric» was $100,000, -The 
purchasers assume the receiver's liabili- 
ties, amounting to over $553,000, and liti- 


gations amounting to some $200,000 more,

At present the tracks of the Southern 
reach:-only to Meridian, Miss., and the 
New Orleans and Northeastern furnishes 
the connection into New Orleans. The 
latter road is a part of the Queen and 
Crescent. It is 196 miles in length. 

Tie Queen and Crescent is controlled 
by practically the same interests (hut 
control the Southern. President Spencer, 
of the Southern, is president of the Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleens and Texas Pacific 
and the Alabama Great Southern, which, 
with the New Orleans and Northeastern, 
make up the roads of the Queen and 
Crescent. 

This close community of interests 
makes the belief stronger that the South- 
ern has purchased the New Orleans aa:l 
Western preparatory to taking over the 
New Orleans and Northeastern, 

The Southern now rans its through pas- 
serger trains to and from the east to 
New Orleans via the Atlanta and West 
Point and Louisville and Nashville, It 
does not advertise its line to New Or- 
leans in connection with passenger busi- 
ness. 

It is hardly probable that the preseat 
traffic arrangement would remaia in force 
if the Southern gets its own tracks all 
the way between Washington and New 
Orleans.

New York, March 1|14.—Liverpool reacted on 
the publication of Ellison’s circular in which 
he calls attention to the decrease in the visible 
supply of. American cotton, visible and in- 
visible, as compared with last season at this 
time. At the beginning of the year the defi- 
ciency was in excess of 2,000,000 bales, but 
by reason of a larger American cfop, a larger 
import of East Indian cotton and reduced con- 
sumption by the American mills, the deficiency 
has been reduced to these figures. Mr. Bili- 
son thinks the decline in prices since March 
Ist and the disappearance of premiums on 
the immediate will stimulate the consumption 
of cotton. These views caused the higher 
opening and the better business of the morn- 
ing, but the market relapsed into dullness at 
lower quotations when the movement appeared 
and it was realized that trade must improve 
to stimulate consumption, not a declining mar- 
ket, which leaves every spinner with cotton 
and goods on hand showing a loss.

Boston, March 14.—The unsatisfactory 
market for print cloths and other coarse 
go00ds made by many of the cotton mills 
in the New England states, which has 
compelled Fall River manufacturers to 
attempt to bring about a general curtail- 
ment in that city, is causing some uneasi- 
ness among officials identified with intet- 
ests in other mill centers. The feeling in 
mill circles here seems to be that unless 
the situation shows indications of an 
early improvement many thousands of 
spindles other than those in the great 
print cloth center will be idle for some

son’s song recital at the Grand last 

night was absolutely satisfactory 
only mildly expresses the universal opin- 
ion of her audience, because it gives no 
hint of their enthusiastic enjoyment of 
her almost flawless work, which brought 
forth rounds of spontaneous and sincere 
applause after her every number, several 
of which she had to repeat, nor does it 
suggest the perfect sympathetic accord 
between singer and listener that was se- 
cured through her irresistible magnetism 
from the first notes she sang until she 
had finished. Although her programme 
was emphatically that of a “song” re- 
cita] and included, therefore, nothing very | 
heavy, it wags of substantial and worthy 
selection and her delightful art precluded 
any touch of triviality of interpretation. 
Her voice is a lyric soprano which. dis- 
played in different types of songs many 
refined shades of feeling, tenderness, pas- 
sion, coquetry, sadness, merriment, pure 
happiness and even a touch of the dra- 
matic and all these expressed in tones of 
clear quality, roundly and firmly placed, 
and perfectly controlled. The chgrm of 
her voice was aided, too, by vivacious 
and expressive facial play that is devel- 
oped to histrionia perfection, and the 
smoothness and polish of her singing told 
of constant vocal exercise. A marvellous 
feature of her performance was the fact 
that she played her own accompaniments 
and with such apparent ease as conduced 
to the attractiveness of her work rather 
than detracted from it. Her first song 
was one of the most beautiful of the list 
of beautiful selections, and it was entirely 
new to most of her audience. “The Old 
Sixteenth Century Melody,” a Norwegian 
shepherd song, beautiful in itself, server 
to illustrate as well her finished, sustained 
singing and clear cut intervals.. The old 
English song, ‘‘Love Has Eyes,’’ was sung 
with arch sweetness and the Highland 
melody, ‘Turn Ye to Me,”’ and the Vera- 
cini pastoral were most dainty and musi- 
cal. The Franz group of three were ex- 
quisitely interpreted, the ‘“‘Forsaken”’ song 
at first being full of pathetic meaning and 
the rose song and the airy song of May 
being the daintiest gems. Greig’s “The 
Water Lily,” rippling and waving in song 
and accompaniment, and the brief glad 
“Good Morning,”’ also Grieg, were charm- 
ing. “Thy Beaming Pyes,”’ always @ fa- 
vorite, had to be sung a second time to 
satisfy. August Bunge’s “Der Schu- 
macher’ was deliciously tender and 
bright. “The Land Carrier’ by the same 
composer, was one of Mrs. Lawson’s best 
efforts, since its many verses, utterly free 
from monotony according to her interpre- 
tation, became a tragic and vari-colored 
tale of interest. “The Sands o’ Dee,” by 
Frederic Clark, was sung dramatically 
and beautifully, and in this and the ex- 
quisite “Slumber Song,’’ by Jessie Gay- 
nor, which had to be repeated, the mezza 
voce was notably lovely. ‘‘Woodland Gos- 
sip’’ was a third song which was demand- 
ed twice, and the programme was closed 
with Goring Thomas’s “Song of Sun- 
shine,”’ a brilliant finish. After the first 
part of the programnte, Mrs. Lawson sang 
Moszkowski’s ‘‘Serenata” as an encore, 
and she was given many recalls during 
the evening.

DISPOSITION OF 
CITY'S GARBAGE 


Beard of Health To Call for Bids on 
All Methods. 


NO PLAN YET DECIDED UPON 


Joint Meeting Failed To Agree on a 
Plan Yesterday. 


TO 60 OVER THE MATTER AGAIN 


Proper Disposition of the Garbage of 
Atlanta Is Hard To Agree 
Upon. 


The proper disposition of the city’s gar- 

bage still remains a mooted question. 
The differences of opinion were not har- 
monized by yesterday’s meeting of the 
board of health and the two committces 
named to confer with it, one from the 
finance committee and one from council. 

The nearest the joint conference got to 
unanimity was vpon a blanket resolution 
by Dr. Bizzell providing that an adver- 
tisement be published calling for bids for 
the reception and disposition of the city’s 
garbage and night soil for a period of one 
year, by any and every sort of method. 
The bidders are wholly unlimited in the 
Plans they may propose and bid on, as 
the resolution indicates anything from 
hauling it off to building a crematory and 
selling it to the city. 

After much discussion of the question 
of getting at a cheaper method of dispos- 
ing of the garbage, the following resolu- 
tion by Dr. Bizzell was adopted by the 
joint meeting: 

“Resolved by the board of health and 
committee from council, That bids be 
advertised for the reception and disposai 
of the city’s night soil and garbage, per 
ton, for the period of one year from date 
of contract, said garbage and night soil 
to be delivered at one or more central 
points in the city agreeable to the board 
of health: that bids also be asked for the 
construction or cons.ruction and opera- 
tion of crematories for the destruction of 
night soil and garbage; that bonds for 
the faithful performance of contract will 
be required; that the right to reject any 
or al] bids is retained. 

“Be it further resolved, That a commit- 
tee of three members of this joint confer- 
ence be appointed to prepare and adver- 
tise the above facts as may seem best 
suited to them.” 

After the passage of the foregoing reso- 
lution, Dr. Bizzell, Alderman LaHatte 
and Councilman Garrett were appointed a 
committee to carry out the terms of the 
resolution. 

Councilman Reed was made chairman of 
the joint meeting, and there was consider- 
able discussion of the garbage question 
along the same lines as at the previous 
meeting. 

The sentiment against entering into a 
contract for the collection of the garbage 
by any one but the city seemed.to be 
general, The views as to the disposition 
of it, however, were various. Dr. Bizzeil 
said he had investigated the question 
thoroughly and believed the best method 
was that proposed in his resolution, name- 
ly, to enter into a contract with some one 
to put the garbage out of the way. How 
they did it was a matter of indifference to 
the city, so long as it was moved far 
enough to be of no danger or inconven- 
lence to the city. 

The question of asking. for bids merely 
for information was also. discussed. From 
what some members s¢ it seemed as if 
the committee merely® wantai to get at 
the cost without the intention of doing 
anything definite. Mayor Mims made 
quite a talk on the subject, urging the 
importance of early action. 

It being agreed to hear from those de- 
siring to make bids, W. H. Venable suid 
he had been trying to get a hearing for 
three years before the board of health 
and this was the first time he had suc- 
ceeded. Mr. Venable said he proposed 
to take the garbage to Stone Mountain, 
where he had 5,000 acres of land, and 
dump it there. He could dispose of it in 
that way, he said, at less than the pres- 
ent cost to the city. He protested, how- 
ever, against the committee calling for 
bids unless it proposed to do something. 
To call for bids merely to get information, 
he considered, would be in bad faith. 

W. T. Moyers, representing the Lester 
crematory, protested against any action 
that would leave that crematory out of 
consikieration. All he wanted was a fair 
chance to submit a bid ,and he thought 
that would solve the whole problem. 

Mr. Frazer, representing the Dixon cre- 
matory, asked the same consideration. 
He would guarantee to build a crematory, 
he said; that would destroy 120 tons of 
garbage a month at a less cost than $1,000, 
the amount the city is: now paying. 

e — meeting then perfected the 
resolution of Dr. Bizzell and passed it, as

The receivers of the Atlanta National 
Building and Loan Association are rapid- 
ly preparing for the payment of their di- 
vidends directed by Judge Pardee, The 
money is in hand and gall that is neces- 
sary is to work out the figures ef the 
amounts coming to each stockholder. 
There are a great many of these stock- 
holders and some days will be required 
for this to be done. Burton Smith, who 
filed the bill under which receivers were 
appointed said yesterdey in speaking of 
the case: ' 

“This case is a decided tribute to the 
skill of the recefvers,.Ligon Johnson and 
George A. Spear, and also illustrates the 
efficiency of federal court jurisdiction. 
The assets of this company were scat- 
tered from North Carolina to Texas and 
from Florida to Arkansas. Had a bill 
for receivership been filed in the state 
court separate receivers would have been 
appointed under separate proceedings in 
every_state and the property of the com- 
pany would very probably have been 
wasted by internal strife. In thig case, 
however, I carried the papers before the 
federal court, and when Judge Pardee 
signed the order appointing the receivers 
it became effective that instant from the 
Savannah river to the Rio Grande, and 
no action in the state court or the federal 
court could interfere with the receivers, 
their appointment or their control of the 
property. 

“Within less than twelve months from 
the filing of the bill for the appointment 
of receivers a dividend of 2 yer cent to 
stockholders has been declared. All the 
debts of the company have been paid. The 
25 per cent distribution will divide among 
the stockholders $65,000 now in the hands 
of the receivers: this after paying all of 
the debts of the company. The total as- 
sets of the company are between $300,000 
and $350,000.""
